Rusts From Disuse

In January, the Board of Aldermen passed a bold 
ordinance which provided Atlanta’s slum fighters with | 
what could be their most effective weapon for making | 
urban renewal work, even in its planning stages. | 


The weapon was a Housing Code 
that set minimum standard re- 


quirements for all dwellings in | 


the city. 

For the most part, the code 
has laid dormant, unused and 
largely ignored for seven months. 


MAJOR PART 


William R. Wofford, head of the 
city building department, is 
charged with the major part of 
the code’s enforcement. 

When asked what he and his 
department were doing to make 
urban renewal a reality, he re- 
plied: 

“About the only thing we can 
do is what we've been doing all 
along. To carry out all the pro- 
visions of the Housing Code, I 
estimate we'd need another eight 

Second of a seven-part se- 
ries exploring precisely what 
roles various city depart- 
ments are supposed to play 
in urban renewal and what 
steps they are actually tak- 
ing. 
inspectors just to check on hous- 

ing conditions in the rehabilita- 
tion areas alone.” 

Wofford said he asked the Board 
of Aldermen to authorize addition- 
al inspectors in January and re- 
peated the request in the spring. 
So far, he said, he has no indi- 
cation when he will get them. 

But ‘Hamilton Douglas, ‘chair- 
man of the Aldermanic Board’s 
urban renewal committee, 


added inspectors for the purpose 
of enforcing the code. 


DWELLING UNITS 


“If he’s short of manpower, he 
should ask for it specifically for 
that purpose,’”’ Douglas said. He 
added that Wofford has fought a 
provision of the code which re- 
quires registration of all dwelling 
units in the city. Such registra- 
tion would help Wofford’s inspec- 
tors cut their manpower hours, 
the alderman added. 

The inspectors, if they are ever 
authorized, would join a corps of 
five that now conduct surveys of 
substandard houses throughout At- 
lanta. 

. Under the new code, Wofford, 
acting on his inspectors’ reports, 
would be free to sidestep a num- 
ber of legal technicalities and de- 
lays in ordering a slum house to 
be brought up to standards or 
torn down. 

Under an old act, passed in 
1949, the building department is 
now required to go _ through

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Middle East crisis has sharply 
stepped up the number of long- 
range nuclear U. S. bombers kept 
on alert for instant action. 


Much of the Strategic Air Com- 
mand’s fleet is now ready to begin 
taking off within 15 minutes no- 
tice. Until last week’s Middle East 
upheaval, with its accompanying 
rumblings from Russia about pos- 
sible countermoves, SAC’s policy 
was to have one third of its fleet 
in constant readiness. 


The quick availability of such 
a powerful retaliatory force has 
made possible the commitment of 
a relatively small American 
ground contingent in Lebanon. If 
SAC strength had not been poised 
for any eventuality — a factor 
which the United States has taken 
pains to stress to the world—it 
is doubtful the government would 
have risked sending troops into a 
local area when a sudden, mas- 
sive attack might come from 
other quarters. 


The first wave of heavy and 
medium jet bombers — Boeing 
B52s and B47s—can start rolling 
within minutes from ready posi- 
tions on parking areas at the 
heads of runways. Crews need 
only to slap on helmets and climb 
into cockpits. 


As the first bombers clear the 
strips, others are ready to taxi 
into positions. Air crews for all 
SAC planes now are kept on or 
in the immediate vicinity of bases. 

SAC has about 2,400 aircraft, 
bombers and tankers. 


The new crisis finds SAC just 
beginning to receive aircraft and 
weapons which ultimately will 
improve its striking power several 
times. The first B52G ‘wet wing”’ 
planes are just beginning to come 
off production lines. 


The name for these new models 
comes from the fact that the huge 
wings of the bombers are com- 
plete fuel tanks, thus extending 
the range of the B52 well beyond 
its present distance of about 6,000 
miles unrefueled.

The general, however, made it, 


clear that it would be precarious 
for the Allies to be drawn into a 
war limited to the use of conr- 
ventional weapons. 

Speaking specifically of the 
NATO area General Nostad said 
that he was of the opinion that a 
limited war ‘“‘in this very sensi- 
tive and critical area would be a 
very dangerous thing to depend 
on” and that “it would be most 
unlikely to the point of being im- 
possible.” 

He said, however, that the 
NATO forces do have the means 
so that ‘“‘we can react decisively 


'to something less than an ulti- 


mate attack, with means that are 
something less than ultimate. But 
we will always, we must always 
take such action as will lead to a 
favorable decision.” 


FRENCH RESPONSE 


General Norstad said that he 
had held discussions with Premier 
Charles De Gaulle of France on 
the problems of NATO and “I was 
extremely impressed and reas- 
sured by the statements that he 
made on his own behalf and on 
behalf of the French govern- 
ment.” 

The Allied commander noted 
that France, because of its size 
and strategic location, was ‘‘ab- 
solutely indispensable’’ to the al- 
liance and a strong France was 
also essential. 


When he was queried about the 
possibility that the two French 
divisions withdrawn from NATO 
for service in Algeria might be 
returned to NATO, General Nor- 
stad said he was sure that the 
French authorities hoped and 
planned to meet this commitment. 

General Norstad said that full 
consideration was being given to 
political and psychological con- 


siderations in the placement of in- 


termediate range ballistic mis- 
siles in European countries. 

He said that these weapons with 
a range of between 1,500 and 
2,000 miles allowed for a great 
deal of elasticity in their place- 
ment. ‘‘We won’t have to put 
them in a particular spot. In 
fact, we don’t have to put them 
in a particular country. We have 
a very wide latitude,” the gen- 
eral said. 


General Norstad’s interview 
was filmed on July 10 before the 
critical situation in the Middle 
East developed. He was inter- 
viewed at NATO headquarters in 
Paris by youths from the United 
States, Great Britain, France, 
Canada and Norway.

If this resolution is adopted, it is al- 
most certain the city will not be able to 
meet its deadline of Dec. 15 for final 
plans in order to receive 12 million dol- 
lars in federal aid on proposed projects. 
And those who are insisting that public 
housing be the exclusive answer to r@lo- 
cation would defeat much of the purpose 
of the renewal program. 

The central part of Atlanta must be 
preserved and its blighted areas re- 
stored. Unless this objective is attained, 
every citizen of the metropolitan com- 
munity will pay the penalty as dry rot 
infects more and more areas. 

Let the Board of Aldermen and the 
entire city government get behind this 
program with. full support of all citizens 
to see it through!

Summit Plea Is Loaded 
With Soviet Propaganda 


Nikita Khrushchev and the Moscow 
government acted with typical speed and 
shrewd awareness of the propaganda val- 
ues involved in their demand for a quick 
five-power summit meeting. 


Perhaps the most effective single fea- 
ture of this demand was the Krushchev 
offer to hold the meeting anywhere, even 
in Washington D.C., if the Western pow- 
ers would not meet elsewhere. His pref- 
erence remains Geneva. 

And, as always, this display of. Soviet 
propaganda was loaded. 

In the first place, Premier Khrushchev 
Says the meeing is necessary to discuss 
American and British aggression in Leba- 
non and Jordan. Under international law 
there has been no aggression, as he well 
knows. Yet this has been the persistent 
Moscow line in the United Nations. Not 
once has Moscow admitted that Jordan 
and Lebanon requested the troops now on 
their soil. They also have ignored the fact 
that there has been no protest from those 
governments since the arrival of the 
troops. 

Perhaps the second most shrewd piece 


of proganda was the inclusion of Dag 
Hammarskjold, U.N. secretary-general. 
Mr. Hammarskjold, quite sincerely we 


are sure, already has voiced opposition to 
the Anglo-American decision. Had he ap- 
proved it, Khrushchev certainly would 
not now be including him. But since Mr. 
Hammarskjold has opposed the Anglo- 
American position, Mr. Khrushchev in- 
vites him and thereby seems to be trying 
to work through the United Nations. 

As of this writing, the United States 
and Britain have not rejected the invita- 
tion. We trust they will explore it most 
fully. It is important that this be done. 
But.we also believe it necessary that the 
United States and Britain refuse to attend 
any meeting which, in advance of. its 
opening session, bears the label of ageres- 
sion. To do so would he to admit the 
charge so cleverly placed there by the 
Russians.

WASHINGTON—House approval last week of 
a state’s rights bill by a surprise 251 to 144 vote 
is being hailed by Southern congressmen as the 


beginning of of ‘‘A return to constitutional government.”’ This bill 
to prevent the U.S. Supreme Court from pre-empting state law was 
the fourth and most important check on the court powers to be voted 


by the House in recent weeks. 

It would prohibit the Supreme 
Court from invalidating the state 
law because there is a federal 
law on the same subject—unless 
there is a direct conflict or Con- 
gress specifically has given the 
federal act priority. 

Southern conservatives have 
complained bitterly that the Su- 
preme Court has been usurping 
the powers of Congress and of the 
states. From the strong support 
given the states’ rights bill in 
the House, it begins to appear 
that many people outside the 
South also are concerned about 
the series of liberal decisions by 
the cotirt. 

Although none of the court- 
curbing bills passed by the House 
have much chance of getting 
through the Senate this late in 
the session, the Southerners look 
upon the actions as a significant 
trend. Especially in view of the 
whopping 251 to 144 on the roll 
call. | 

Because of a civil rights tinge 
to the bill, the Dixie leaders 
shrewdly played down that angle 
in debate. Furthermore, in order 
to keep it from going into another 
North-South debate, the  bill’s 
syonsor, Rep. Howard Smith 
(D-Va), cut Southern talk to a 
minimum and pushed Northern 
and Western supporters to the 
front. 

Several members of the Geor- 
gia delegation really wanted to 
talk on the bill, but all except 
Rep. E. L. (Tic) Forrester jugi- 
ciously refrained from doing so.

But they were happy at the 
outcome. Rep. James C. Davis, 
Rep. Iris Blitch and Rep. For- 
rester called it the greatest vic- 
tory for states’ rights in a long 
time and said the House action 
made them proud of being mem- 
bers of Congress. 

“This shows that American- 
ism is not dead, but just went to 
sleep,”’ Forrester said, ‘‘And I’m 
prouder today of dDeing a mem- 
ber of Congress than 1 have been 
in eight years.” 

“It shows the people are be- 
ginning to speak up to the Suy 
preme Court,” said Rep. Blitch 
and Rep. Jack Flynt said the 
vote was ‘“‘evidence of sound 
thinking by a majority of the 
members of the House in a te- 
turn toward constitutional gov- 
ernment.” 

Rep. J. L. Pilcher billed it as a 
great victory and Rep. Phil Lan- 
drum said it was the first real 
triumph for States’ rights he 
has seen in Congress since he has 
been here.

The fans have followed the Cubs out of hiberna- 
tion. And the only club in town tripping periliously 
past the cellar carries an American League calling card. 

Precisely a year ago the Cubs were foundering at the National 
League bottom, 20'2 games in the wake of the leaders. Today they 
proudly reside in third place, merely five bouts behind the pace- 
setting Giants. 


Attendance figures are equally fas- 
cinating. The multitude has seen the 
light. (This wasn’t too difficult since 
the Cubs play day ball exclusively at 
home.) After Sunday's setback by Mil- 
waukee, only 4,860 paying patrons were 
required to eclipse Wrigley Field’s 1957 
season total.

Revenue Commissioner T. V. Wil- 
liams, who is backing Boden- 
hamer, estimates Bodenhamer’s 
proposal would cost only $6 mil- 
lion in revenue. Non-partisan tax 
experts predict it will run much 
higher. 

LT. GOV. ERNEST VANDI- 
VER: Vandiver promises that the 
Minimum Foundation Program 
for Education, the basic school 
financing program, will ‘“‘move 
forward.” It costs about $8 mil- 
lion additional each year to fi- 
nance the foundation program. 
Vandiver also promises to take 
advantage of all federal matching 
funds for public welfare assis- 
tance, “mere emphasis”’ on public 
health programs, a ‘“‘pay-as-you- 
go” plan for rural road construc- 
tion, and more support for public 
institutions. 

Vandiver says present spending 
policies are driving the state to- 
ward bankruptcy and declares 
that all taxes—federal, state ard 
local—are ‘‘too high.’’

Eventually, I see a growth economy eliminating present prob- 
lems of excess capacity. But, meanwhile, I feel there is a real 
risk of substantial market correction possibly late summer or fall. 


N. LEONARD JARVIS, Hayden, Stone & Co.: Subject to peri- 
odic upsets caused by Middle East news and other worldwide 
factors, I believe the market will respond by rising above 500 
and possibly reach 550 before the end of this year. 

This can be accomplished without any major turn in earnings 
but based on technical considerations such as steadily enlarging 
short interest and on the belief that business has seen its low. 
For the steady uptrend in the heavy industries, beginning late in 
the third quarter, automobile industry should produce over five 
million cars next year and exceed six million in 1960. 

Large funds are still piling up seeking common stock invest- 
ments. Buying will continue in rubbers, food chains, some drugs, 
aircrafts, oils, certain papers, farm equipment, electronics and 
tobaccos.

HARRY D. COMER, Partner, Paine, Webber, Jackson & Cur- 
tis: The market as a whole (Standard & Poor’s index of 500 
stocks) has now regained nearly two-thirds of the preceding major 
downswing. That is normal technical performance in bear markets. 
In 1937 the corresponding retracement was 68 per cent and in 
1930, about 55 per cent. 

On this rally, the best gains have occurred in the ‘‘defensive 
type’ issues such as drugs, foods, utilities, and the like. Most of 
these issues seem to be temporarily over-bought and would prob- 
ably react moderately if the general market turns down as seems 
likely. 

At present, industrial issues as a whole are selling at 16-17 
times estimated earnings, the highest in relation to earnings in a 
dozen years. Apparently the market is discounting the early ap- 
pearance of good business news. Failure of such news to appear 
soon might well find the market vulnerable, especially steels, oils, 
rails, building and other cyclical groups. 


GEORGE L. BARTLETT, Thomson & McKinnon: Evidence 
points to the continuation of the uptrend in stock prices stepped 
up by federal defense spending, mild but steady improvement in 
general business, the historical July-August rise and the general 
belief that the setback has bottomed out. 


These are the major factors involved. Nor should the natural 
optimism of Americans be ignored. There may be a mild dip 
after the price level makes another 1958 peak but recovery will 
be quick.

U.S. Balloon 
Climbs to 
130,000 Feet 


MINNEAPOLIS (UPI) — A gi- 
ant plastic balloon carrying a
